I’m 
referring to its uuus u a 1 
markings, for around its 
beak is a large circle of 
black, accented by pale yel¬ 
low cheeks. Black encircles 
the back of its head and 
eyes, like a mask. Between 
its eyes is stark white, com¬ 
pleting its clown-like face. 
And to top it off, quite lit¬ 
erally, is the skull-cap - 
shaped splotch of red on the 
male’s head. A true master¬ 
piece of color and markings! 
Nature didn’t miss a thing 
here! 

There is one tree here that 
tells a unique story. Most of 
its branches are gone. Up 
near the top Is a hole . . . 
just large enough for the 
acorn woodpecker to squeeze 
into and call home. Close ob¬ 
servation of the tree’s trunk 
reveals an array of small 
holes. .4nd into each hole has 
been carefully placed an 
acorn . . . there for fluture 
consumption. All this in¬ 
genious bird has to do is 


cling to the tree’s sides near 
an acorn hole and peck away 
at the nut, eating the tasty 
meat inside. Clever! What a 
way to guard against times 
of want! It seems there’s 
some sort of a lesson to be 
learned here. And from a 
clown, yet. 

The best prize of the mor¬ 
ning, though, was the ani¬ 
mal that probably loved the 
Autumn day the mo-st: the 
red - tailed hawk. Soaring 
majestically above the foot¬ 
hills it began to circle high- 
e rand higher . . . broad 
wings fully outstretched, pri¬ 
mary flight feathers silhou¬ 
etted againse the cle a n, 
azure sky. Now and then its 
ruder-like tail would turn, 
the sun glinting off its red¬ 
ness! How utterly beautiful! 
Bright red against deep 
blue! 

What a wonderful, rare 
day! A tingling, truly alive 
day! May it come again, 
sometime, soon.

General Telephone Com¬ 
pany will be spending ap¬ 
proximately $1.8 million in 
the footlaill area communi¬ 
ties it serves as part of the 
(Utility’s statewide 1978 con¬ 
struction budget, it was an- 
noimced recently. 

According to Jack King, 
public affairs administrator 
for the company, “This fig¬ 
ure reflects our determina¬ 
tion, despite inflation and 
high interest rates, to con¬ 
tinue providing our custom¬ 
ers with the best possible 
telephone service, while 
keeping pace with local 
growth.” 

'The company has budgeted 
about .$600,000 in new outside 
plant construction Including 
underground cable projects 
in the foothill communities, 
and another $12. million is 
earmarked for switching of¬ 
fice equipment locally. 

Presently the compa n y 
servos some 116,000 tele¬ 
phones Including extensions 
and other terminal equip¬ 
ment in the foothill area 
which Includes the communi¬ 
ties of Azusa, Bradbury, 
Duarte, Glendora, Monrovia 
and Sierra Madre and por¬ 
tions of Arcadia, Covina anti 
Pasadena. 

During 1978 General ex¬ 
pects to gain approximate¬ 
ly 5,400 telephones in this 
serving area. 

Statewide, General Tele¬ 
phone serves more than 3.b 
million telephones in .nearly 
400 communities. 

It gained about 220,000 
telephones last year and ex¬ 


pects to add In excess of 
200,000 this year. In line with 
last year’s gain, the utility 
spent $316 million on .new 
construction and equipment. 

Forecasted installa t i o n 
and removal of telephones 
resulting from this year’s 
gain is expected to cost Gen¬ 
eral more than $70 million,

Q. — When General Mo¬ 
tors and Ford Motor an¬ 
nounced their earnings, the 
officers of both companies 
said that even while they 
represented new highs in 
earnings for the company, 
they were too small for the 
good of the company. On the 
other hand, Mr. Bluestcne of 
the UAW was quoted in the 
paper as saying the profits 
were “unconscionable.” Who 
do you think is right. 

A. — If you are looking 
at the long term stability of 
the company and the qual¬ 
ity and long term security 
of the jobs of the employees, 
the officers of the compa,ny 
are correct. While both Gen¬ 
eral Motors and Ford have 
reported record dollar earn¬ 
ings, the fact Is that earn¬ 
ings as a part of the total 
sales dollar are not very 
high for either company, 
whan considered in the light 
of what it takes in the way 
of earnings to buy new 
equipment to maintain the 
efficiency of the production

and buildings. 

In addition, the company 
will be spending $3 million 
on 500 new constructioix, in¬ 
stallation & repair and pool 
vehicles. Another $3 million 
is budgeted In the first of a 
five-year program to replace 
all 384 of the company’s 
heavy constnuction vehicles. 


and the security of em¬ 
ployee’s jobs. It takes even 
higher earnings to create 
new jobs. The margin that a 
corporation earns on each 
dollar of sales and on in¬ 
vested capital is oine measure 
that determines how easily 
the corporation can raise 
capital when it needs it as 
compared with other busi¬ 
nesses. These two companies 
are not earning enough to 
have any special advantages 
in the capital markets. 

In 1977, GM’s earnings on 
each sales dollar was 6.1 
cents; in 1976, it was 6.2 
cents; in 1973, it was 6.7 
cents; in 1965, it was 10.3 
cents; and 20-30 years ago 
in boom years, it was 12 
cents or more. 'That is a 
dangerous trend for Mr. 
Bluestone’s members. If that 
trend cantln.ues for 10-15 
more years, General Motors 
employees might well be in 
the position that Chrysler 
and American Motors em¬ 
ployees are in today. What 
is coming out of corpora¬ 
tions today to provide higher 
at the expense of profits, 
wages and more benefits, if 
at the expe.nse of profits. 
Mill not be there tomorrow 
to provide the Increased 
productivity for future wage 
Increases and job security. 

Over the long term, profits 
in a corporation are as big a 
benefit to employees as they 
are to shareholders because 
they enable an employee to 
benefit from higher wages 
and job security as they also 
make the shareholder’s in¬ 
vestment more valuable. 

'The auto industry is a very 
good illustration of what 
happjens when profits in an 
industry are forced down. 
General Motors has long 
been the most efficient pro¬ 
ducer In the industry. Other 
makers seldom can sell their 
cars for higher prices than 
GAI sets on the cars against 
v/hich they compete because 
the public generally buys 
where it believes it gets the 
most for its money. Because 
it is the most efficient, the 
other auto companies always 
make less money than Gen¬ 
eral Motors. ’Through recent 


years, the relative lack of 
profitability has made Amer¬ 
ican Motors a marginal com¬ 
pany and Chrycler is tend¬ 
ing in that direction. ’The 
jobs of Mr. Bluestone’s mem¬ 
bers in the two less profit¬ 
able companies have become 
less secure and desirable. 

There are three broad rea¬ 
sons why General Motor’s 
profit margin has declined so 
much in the last thirty 
years: One, is growing com- 
p)etition from overseas which 
gives the company less free¬ 
dom in setting prices. One is 
the union strength of Mr. 
Eluestone’s members who 
have been getting more out 
of the company than their 
labor has been contributi.ng 
to Increased productlvi t y. 
this has come from profits. 
One is a combination of gov¬ 
ernment jaw-boning to keep 
down prices and government 
mandating of equipment a.nd 
regulation that boost costs. 
Leadership by both union 
and corporation officers in 
making the long term impor¬ 
tance of adequate profits 
belter understood by the p>ub- 
lic would improve the profit 
and job providing ability of 
ma,ny corporations. Profits 
are the stuff from which 
better wages and job secur¬ 
ity as well as shareholder 
dividends are made.

Pay My Loan Also? 

“It is beyond all common sense that certain officials 
of banking institutions in the Utilted States which are 
directly involved financially would look so casually at 
the two proposed treaties which would surrender U.S. sov¬ 
ereignty and control of the Canal Zone as a way to pay 
back exhorbitant loans and additionally bail out dictator 
Torripos’ economy which is falling apart," asserted Con¬ 
gressman John H. Rousselot (R-26th) fiheji he si>oke re¬ 
cently as a member of the Panama Canal Truth Sqiaad. 

Congressman Rousselot reviewed the intriguing facts 
about a sizeable group of American banks which have 
heavy financial stakes In the survival of the Republic of 
Pajiama’s General Omar Torripos. In past efforts to at¬ 
tract financial support for these banks, Torrijog has made 
his country a haven for US. banking interests by gajiting 
all sorts of tax advantages and other privileges to the 
banks while he has run up massive debt of $2.7-billion 
with same financial institutions. 

According to a summary of the matter prepared by 
the Library of Congress, there are presently $2.772-blllion 
in claims on Panama by U.S. banks and their foreign 
branches. Despite the Influx of ou;side money, a State 
Department memorandum released last year reported that 
because of Torrijos’ policies, the economy of the Republic 
of Panama is unstable. 

Director and member of the executive committee of 
the Marine Midlajiid Bank, which has $115-million invested 
in Torrijos, Sol Llnowltb, has betm part of the team that 
negotiated, drafted and finalized these ill-advLsed treaties. 

"So many of us arc now asking wJiether the short- 
range Interests of these financial institutions to recoup 
their shaky loans .should .not be subordinated to the long- 
range Interests of the United States," concluded RousstMot. 

A Very Good Move! 

County supervisors have aoked the legislature to 
amend its property tax reform bill to give homeowners a 
75 per cent reduction. 

Acting on the motion of Supervisor Baxter Ward, 
seconded by Sup)er\'isor Kenneth Hahn, the Board urged 
the legislature to amend Senate Bill 1 by Senator Peter 
Behj. 

'Troperty tax relief is a must for the homeowner, and 
it is the responsibility <A the legislature and the gover¬ 
nor to enact immediate, meaningful reform,” Hahn said. 

“The proposed legislation by Senator Behr does not 
do enough. It is loo late with too little. It would only 
reduce homeo^^■ne^s property taxes by 30 per cent.” 

The $1.4 billion cost of the Behr bill would be fi¬ 
nanced from the existing state surplus with no new 
taxes, 1 -Lahn said. 

The Jarvis Amendment, which was signed by 1,263, 
69R persons and which will be Irefore voters at the June 
elec ion, would reduce all property taxes by 60 j>er cent. 

"The Jarvis Amendment also would be a tremendous 
windfall for big landowners, apartment house owners, 
office building owners and hotel owners," Hahn said. 

“It reduces their taxes by GO per cent, al.so. There is 
no gaurantee any of the windfall would be returned to 
renters by apartment house owners. 

"What is needed is meaningful property tax reform 
only for the homTOwners — not for big landowners." 

The average home in Los Angeles County is worth 
$60,000. according to County A-ssessor Alexander Pope*. 

The present tox is $1,800. 

Under the Behr Bill, the tax would lie $1,200. 

Under the Jarvis Amendment it would be $612. 

With a 75 per cent reduction, it would be $4 .t0. 

‘The unfair burden of placing on the back of tlie 
homeowner welfare costa, hospital costs and .scliool costs 
will be avoided," Halm said. 

"For years, the legislature and governors have talked 
about taking health and hospital care off the backs of 
homeowners, but there were deaf ears in fiacramento.”
